DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
Invention I. Claims 1-8, drawn to an electronic transaction recording system as 

an apparatus to accumulating data from printer devices, classified in class 
705, subclass 40 

Invention II. Claim 9-14, drawn to an electronic transaction recording system 
also an apparatus accumulating data from printer devices including a 
mobile access unit with content to be printed to authorize billing system, 
classified in class 705, subclass 40 

Invention III. Claims 15-20, drawn to a method for electronically recording 
transactions performed as process on at least one predetermined printer 
device, coupled to a mobile access unit to transmit the content for 
generating cost accounting for billing manager, classified in class 705, 
subclass 40 

2. Inventions I and III are related as apparatus and process for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case data base for storing user's account information, printer device 
and mobile access unit working as apparatus can work with other process system like 
banking by hand or on line and printing/mobile, direct use by hand. Invention III recites 
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a method of electronically recording transaction process working in banking /investment 
companies by hand or automatically with other materials like ATM than the mentioned 
apparatus like data store, printers or mobile access units. 

3. Inventions II and III are also related as apparatus and process for its practice. 
The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can 
be practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the 
apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. 
(MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case data base for storing user's account information, 
printer device and mobile access unit working as apparatus can work with other process 
system like banking by hand or on line and printing/mobile, direct use by hand. 
Invention III recites a method of electronically recording transaction process working in 
banking /investment companies by hand or automatically with other materials like ATM 
than the mentioned apparatus like data store, printers or mobile access units. 

4. Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination of the system comprising the plurality of printer 
devices with mobile access unit, billing manager for the system. The subcombination 
has separate utility such as database associated with the accounting of usage. 
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The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are 
subsequently found allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all 
the limitations of the allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. See MPEP § 821.04(a). Applicant is advised that if 
any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such 
claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

5. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
